Short Blames 
War Dept. For 


Singling Him 


As Scapegoat 


Washington, Jan. 22 <**) Maj. 
den. Walter C. Short contended 
today that the War Department in 
four years of silence had attempted 
to single him out aa ‘‘the scapegoat 
for the disaster" at Pearl Harbor. 
In a 13,OOO-word statement placed 
before the Senate-House Investigat­ 
ing committee, the retired Hawaiian 
army commander said his superior 
officer; In Washington had "passed 
the buck" to him until the Congres­ 
sional Inquiry "forced the revelation 
of facts." 
Short asserted the War Depart­ 
ment nad “four years to admit" it 
should have acted before December 
7. IMI. on his November 27 report 
th at he had alerted his troops only 
against sabotage. But the first such 
"admission 
of 
responsibility," 
he 
•aid, came from Gen. George C. 
Marshall, former Chief of Staff, and 
Lt. Oen. L T. Oerow, former war 
plans head. In the current hearings. 
This was the first time the 06- 
year-old general has had an oppor­ 
tunity to testify in public. Records 
of his previous testimony before the 
Roberts commission and army in­ 
quiry boards already have been re­ 
leased by the committee. 
Was Not Warned 
In a separate opening statement 
today. Short saki he was "sure that 
I would have arrived at the con­ 
clusion that Hawaii would be a t­ 
tacked and would have gone on an 
all-out alert" if he had received all 
the information Washington had on 
the situation. 
Short asserted lie was not per­ 
mitted to hear other witnesses nor 
to cross-examine them in the Rob­ 
erts commission investigation, 
He 
did not read the evidence taken by 
the commission until August, 1M4, 
he said. 
*He added that after he appeared 
before the army Pearl Harbor board, 
where he did not hear or question 
other witnesses, he was allowed to 
read the "top secret" part of its 
testimony only when the Congres­ 
sional commtUee began its hearing. 
In his longer, main statement 
Short followed cloeely the line he 
had taken previously in making 
these contentions:

the War Department "knew def­ 
initely at 9 p. rn., December *th, 
that the hour had struck and 
that war was at hand."

Not Treated Fairly

singled out as an example, as the 
scapegoat for the disaster, My 
relatively 
small part in 
the 
transaction was not explained 
to the American people until 
this Joint Congressional commit­ 
tee forced the revelation of the 
facts." 
"Passed The Buck" 
Short said that while he appreel 
ated the War Department’s desire 
lo preserve the secrecy of the source 
of information it got from breaking 
the Japanese code, "I am sure that 
could have been done without any 
attem pt to deceive the public by 
false pretense th at my Judgmen 
had teen the sole factor causing the 
failure of the army to fulfill 
mission of defending the navy 
Pearl Harbor.” 
"I am sure that an honest con­ 
fession by the War Department 
general staff of their failure to an­ 
ticipate the surprise raid would have 
been understood by the public, in 
the long run and even at the time. 
Instead, they ‘passed the buck’ to 
me and I have kept my silence until 
the opportunity of this public forum 
was presented to me.” 
Short said he was "more than 
astounded to learn of the compia-

4. Intensive courses—VA pays up 
to $500 a year for a vetern’s educa­ 
tion. It used to do it this way: It 
figured a year's school term at nine 
months. It broke down the pay­ 
ments to so much a month. 
If a veteran wanted an Intensive 
course which lasted only two months 
but cost $500. the VA paid only 
what it figured that two months' 
share of nine months was.

pleted within six years’ of war’s 
end. Now it is nine. Tho limit on 
such a course of training was four 
years. Now it can run longer, de­ 
pending on VA’s decision. 
Living allowance for disabled vet­ 
erans taking this training was at 
least $92.50 (now’ $105) for a single 
man. It was $103.50 (now $116) for 
a married man. 
For each dependent parent the 
veteran, married or single, received 
an additional $11.50 (now $15). For 
each dependent child the married 
veteran received $5.75 monthly. Now 
he gets $10 for the first child, $7 
for each addtional child. 
8. I/>ans — The VA guarantees 
loans to veterans by banks, individ­ 
uals or accredited lending agencies. 
The guarantee In all cases used to 
be 50 per cent up to a total guar­ 
antee of $2,000. 
It’s still only up to $2,000 on all 
business loans, but for loans on real 
estate—like homes 
or farms—the 
guarantee under the new laws is 
up to $4,000.

In the soil or on tubers unharvested 
The principal potato disease* be­ 
lieved to live in the soil en on tub­ 
ers left in the ground are scab, rhi- 
zrx'tonia canker, fusartum wilt, ver- 
ticilUum wilt, and root knot. Some 
of these organisms may survive 
three years and even longer. There­ 
fore. wherever it can be arranged, 
growers should plan and practice 
a 4-year rotation, with a 5-year 
plan even safer. To grow potatoes 
on the same land year after year, 
whether in the home garden ar on 
a commercial scale, is to invite and 
encourage diseases which reduce 
yields and rob tubers of high quality. 
And these are diseases which cannot 
be curbed or prevented by spraying. 
The potato grower faces a dual 
problem in planning rotations, par­ 
ticularly where clovers ore grown 
for soil improvement. Plenty of or­ 
ganic matter is essential in potato 
soils, and th** often necessitates 
plowing under a green manure le­ 
gume crop the previous fall before 
potatoes are planted. Without ade­ 
quate lime clover may be spotty and
